25 Please correct the records of the US Patent Office to match documents submitted by 

Applicant for this matter. The first Office Action was difficult to understand until it was 
found through PAIR that files had been taken apart, some recombined under a new heading, 
and others grossly mislabeled. One file labeled "Amendment after final Office Action" was 
filed before the first Office Action was issued. Claims amended under Article 19 of the PCT 

30 were found, but they had not been entered in the Index of Claims and thus were ignored in 
the Office Action. Other amendments of claims were also misplaced. 

In a telephone interview with the Primary Examiner on 02/14/2006 it was learned that 
documents were sent to an outside contractor for filing. Every sheet of the submitted 
35 documents was either a USPTO form with complete identification or it was provided with a 
header including identification of the application, section name, page number and total 
number of pages. Nevertheless, pages had been mixed in a manner confusing to both 
Examiner and Applicant. 

40 Applicant prays that the files be organized and labeled as they were submitted, so that a clear 
basis exists for further discussions of this matter. A history of the submitted documents 
follows.
